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Price Order Fails to End Soy Problems 








Market Turmoil 
Continues; Trade 
Raps Regulation

CHICAGO—The $7 boost in the 
soybean oil meal ceiling did little ex- 
cept aggravate a situation which al- 
ready is sorely irritated. That ap- 
peared to be the trade consensus fol- 
lowing the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion order April 23 which raised the 
ceiling price of soybean oil meal from 
$74 to $81 ton basis Decatur 

Most parties concerned with the 
feed industry bitterly assailed the OPS 
action, calling it only a gesture which 
failed to produce a single constructive 
effect. Traders called it “controls for 
controls’ sake,’ while the processing 
industry was extremely disgruntled 
because at one time an $88 ceiling 
had seemed certain. 

Straight soybean oil meal still re- 
mained unavailable. At the same 
time, OPS made another move which 
made soybean oil meal mixtures vir- 
tually unavailable. Many formula feed 
manufacturers have been relying on 
these mixtures, consisting of around 
1% corn or lecithin or other products, 
with the remainder soybean oil meal, 
to fill their needs of the protein meal 
Soybean processors, many of them, 
have been driven to preparing such 
mixes in order to get more for their 
soybean oil meal than the ceiling 
price allowed. 

Hear from OPS 

However, April 22-23, most pro- 
cessors engaging in this practice re- 
ceived letters from the OPS request- 
ing more information about their mix- 
tures. Under a technicality, most 
processors considered this request 
tantamount to an order to take their 
product off the market, and most of 
them complied. 

The mixes had been sold under 
Section 6 of the General Ceiling Price 
Regulation. A new mix by proc- 
essors had to be submitted to the 
OPS for approval, along with the 
price at which the processor wished 
to sell his mix. Under the order, if 
the processor did not hear from the 
OPS within 10 days after notification, 
he could go ahead and market the 
product. He could continue to do so

John Zipoy Quits OPS Post 


WASHINGTON— After a six-month 
tour of duty here as chief of the feed 
section of the Office of Price Stabiliz- 
ation, Zipoy notified the 
price that he is resigning 
Mr. Zipoy will return to his position 
with the feed Pillsbury 
Mills, Inc., Minneapolis 

The news that Mr. Zipoy planned 
to leave the price agency at the end 
of this month simultaneously 
with his objections to the change in 
the soybean oil meal ceiling to $81 
ton, bulk, Decatur. (See story else- 
where on this page.) 

Mr. Zipoy had held that full de- 
control of beans and their end prod- 
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ucts was the only honest course for 
the price agency to take, but since 
that proposal was blocked by top lev- 


| el OPS policy decisions, he urged that 


a realistic ceiling of $88 to $90 ton 


| was necessary to rid the crushing and 


feed industries of the situation which 
found severe dislocations. 

The six months with OPS have 
been a discouraging tour of duty for 
Mr. Zipoy, observers said. It was not- 

[ ed that his business experience con- 
| flicted sharply with the “economic 





abstractions of OPS economists, mak- 
ing it useless for him to continue a 
fruitless fask of .trying to leaven 
classic economic thinking with the 
reality of business.” 

Walter C. Berger, president of the 
American Feed Manufacturers Assn., 
said the feed industry should be told 
that Mr. Zipoy had agreed to shoul- 
der the industry problems here for 
six months and had carried out his 
commitment with ebility and re- 
sourcefulness 

During his work with OPS, Mr 
Zipoy was able to spring out some of 
the regulations which had been 
bogged down in the administrative 
swamp here. He pushed through, 
among other orders, the distillers’ by- 
products adjustments, the linseed oil 
meal price adjustment and the wet 
corn milling industry by-products ad- 
justment. 

His handicaps in Washington were 
likened to the problems existing in 
the early days of OPA, when econo- 
mists and legal staff members made 
the decisions and over-ruled industry 
representatives who were trying to 
help make unpalatable price controls 
function. 


New Ceiling Set 
at $81; Meal Mix 
Ban Under Study

WASHINGTON The Office of 
Price Stabilization this week issued 
an order boosting the soybean oil 
meal ceiling to $81 ton, bulk, De- 
catur 

The action was taken by OPS 
front office officials over formal ob- 
jections of feed industry specialists 
on duty here with OPS 

The regulation boosting the soy- 
bean oil meal ceiling from $74 to 
$81 is Amendment 3 to Supplement- 
ary Regulation 3 to the General Ceil- 
ing Price Regulation. (See text of 
order on page 66.) 

Mix Problem 

Meanwhile, OPS has been consid- 
ering devising another amendment 
to existing orders which would be 
designed to make sales of mineralized 
and other soybean oil meal mixes 
unprofitable, thereby closing off this 
practice which up to this time has 
been ignored by OPS. However, the 
whole situation is confused, and it 
has appeared that OPS might 
disinclined to issue an order which 
would act to ban the sale of mixes 
because of its previous position of 
default in failing to move against 
mixes at the outset 

In the meantime, OPS appears to 
have at least partially halted the 
sale of mixes by calling for more 
economic data on mixes. (See story 
elsewhere on this page.) OPS regula- 
tions say in effect that sale of a new 
product at a proposed ceiling must 
be halted if more information is 
called for. 

The feed industry specialists on 
duty here had urged that soybeans 
and ‘their end products be decon- 
trolled, but since that was not pos- 
sible under over-all OPS policy, these 
officials recommended that the meal 
ceiling be boosted to between $88 
and $90 ton, which more nearly 
seemed to reflect the going market 
for meal as shown by the market 
price of the mixes. This more realistic 
approach and recognition of the value 
of meal in the market place would 
have eliminated dislocations within 
the feed and soybean oil meal crush- 
ing industries and would have elimi- 
nated the device of the mixes. 

Simultaneously with the boost in 
the soybean oil Wy cilings, OPS 
revised and suspenaed che price ceil- 
ings on crude cottonseed, soybean and 
corn oils and lard effective April 28, 
1952. (See story on page 4.) The 
soybean oil meal price @eiling boost 
was effective April 23. 

In its statement accompanying the 
soybean oil meal ceiling increase, 
OPS officials say that “in the for- 
mulation of this amendment there 
has been consultation with indus-

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Time to Fight 


HE new $81 ceiling for soybean oil meal not only is a ridiculous com- 
fed with realism, but it is a dangerous threat to feed production 
and, consequently, to food production. 

If it is followed, as is predicted, by regulations that are successful in 
stopping the sale of mineralized soybean oil meal at prices higher than that 
of straight meal, the effect can only be to dry up the supplies of the largest 
source of high protein feeds. The economic facts in the situation make that 
a certainty. 

Such an event will force drastic adjustments in feed formulas and feed- 
ing practices. I¢ will reduce feeding efficiency—a tragedy in itself at this 
time—and will reflect added costs to consumers for feed lot products. 

The $81 ceiling for meal, with 9¢ oil, will make it impossible for soy- 
bean processors to pay anywhere near the parity price for soybeans and 
stay in business. Thus the soybean producer will be penalized severely. 

Furthermore, the $81 ceiling for meal and the current selling price of 
oil—or even the new ceiling of 16%¢ for oil—are definitely illegal according 
to any logical reading of Section 402 (d) (3) of the Defense Production Act 
of 1950, as amended, which specifically requires that ceilings for any agri- 
cultural commodity or any commodity processed in whole or substantial 
part from any agricultural commodity shall reflect to producers a price at 
feast equal to parity. The law further states specifically that, in establish- 
ing ceilings on products resulting from the processing of agricultural 
commodities, “a generally fair and equitable margin shall be allowed for 
such processing; and equitable treatment shall be accorded to all such 
processors.” 

Neither of these legal requirements has been met by OPS in setting 
the new ceilings on meal and oil, despite the fact that the OPS statement 
of considerations accompanying the new ceiling regulation says that they 
have been met. There would be only 88¢ worth of oil and $1.89 worth of 
meal in a bushel of soybeans, for a total of $2.77. The most efficient solvent 
plants require 35¢ a bushel for operating expenses and any profit. This would 
leave $2.42 as the highest price that could be paid by a processor for beans. 
Parity for beans is $2.89, or 47¢ a bushel more. And, a 35¢ a bushel con- 
version is by no means “a generally fair and equitable margin” for process- 
ing, nor is it according “equitable treatment to all such processors.” It is 
only the most efficient plants that could work on the 35¢ conversion at all 
Many processors simply would be out of business. In fact, we have estimates 
from reputable companies to the effect that even the most efficient plants 
would be 10@15¢ a bushel in the red with meal at $81 and oil at 9¢, and 
that it would take at least an $84 price for meal for them to have any 
chance of breaking even 

Thus, an $81 soybean oil meal ceiling, with oil at current prices, can 
only result in a general shutdown of processing capacity. The OPS is well 
on the road to creating another wholly artificial shortage of high protein 
feed supplies. No one will gain by it; quite the contrary, everyone will lose 
by it—the soybean grower, the processor, the feed man, the feeder and the 
consumer of feed lot products. How asinine can the price control theorists be? 


* * * 


HAT could have been behind the action of OPS in arriving at this 
W wees decision? The action was so at variance with logic or with 
facts presented by experienced industry men that it is astounding. 

The OPS says that it arrived at the $81 price after a comparison with 
cottonseed oil meal and corn price relationships over a 25-year period. That 
is quite silly in itself. Such relationships might have some bearing on the 
price for soyb@m oil meal, but it would leave out of consideration so many 
factors of more importance that it would be a very weak basis for an intelli- 
gent decision on a matter that will affect the food supply of the entire nation. 

It is interesting and, we think, revealing to note that the $81 ceiling 
was set at “front office” levels of OPS, and that it flouted the advice both 
of OPS feed specialists and of industry representatives. Both the OPS feed 
men and the industry men recommended first that soybeans and their end 
products be decontrolled, and second, if decontrol was not acceptable, that 
a ceiling of not less than $88 be established. In fact, a new ceiling order 
stipulating the $88 price was drawn up and approved up to the “front office” 
OPS levels. USDA representatives objected to any raise in the ceiling level. 
Apparently, the $81 ceiling contained in the final order was a compromise— 
an exact split between the old $74 ceiling and the proposed $88. 








But the $88 ceiling would have served the purpose of allowing crushers 
to operate and would have brought enough meal—badly needed—on the 
market to make sure of adequate feed supplies. It can also be said that an 
adequate supply of a product is the certain way to contro! prices. The com- 
promise at $81 solved nothing. 

The result is a terrific mess, and one that is going to have to be cor- 
rected if feed and food production schedules are to be met. 

The action of the OPS in this instance showed little or no regard for 
the facts and recommendations given by qualified and experienced men from 
the soybean and feed industries. As pointed out above, their action also 
would seem clearly to be illegal in light of the requirements of the 
Defense Act of 1950. It is so high handed as to be similar in some respects 
to the steel case, in that a man or small group of men in government can 
bring undue hardship on whole industries. 

Our suggestion is a strong one: Let every feed man and every soybean 
man bring this whole matter to light with their congressmen in a demand 
for more intelligent consideration. Further, that the industries involved hire 
the best legal counsel available and challenge the OPS in court on the 
legality of a ceiling price that is in such direct conflict with the Defense Act. 

If the OPS can get by with these things, it will continue to do them 
It is time that the agency is brought to its senses, and every pressure that 
can be brought should be brought to accomplish this. We hope that the 
feed and soybean people will not hesitate to make an issue of this latest 
example of bureaucratic high handedness.

Gains in 
poultry starting feed sales continue to lag behind expectations, although 
further increases in demand for these feeds were noted. The greening up of 
pastures in northern areas marked the start of a decline in dairy feed buying. 
Ingredient market aews was highlighted by the boost in the soybean oil meal 
ceiling. The index of wholesale feedstuffs prices advanced abovt 1 point to 
276.5 and the feed grain index dropped nearly 2 points to 252.8 in the week 
ending April 23.

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OPS Takes First Step te Ease 


Controls; Suspensions Announced

WASHINGTON The Office of 
Price Stabilization this week took 
its first action to relieve the do- 
mestic economy from price controls 

Ellis Arnall, price director, an- 
nounced the adoption of preliminary 
standards for the suspension of price 
controls in certain soft market areas, 
and he announced that controls would 
be suspended at once on 16 commodi- 
ties selling well below ceiling. 

The standards, which Mr. Arnall 
said will be further tested and broad- 
ened, were applied against the 16 
commodities. Mr. Arnall also said the 
possibility of suspension in several 
other important fields is under study 


Commodities Affected 

The commodities on which price 
controls are being suspended are cat- 
tle hides, kips, calfskins, tallow, lard, 
anima! waste materials, vegetable oil 
soapstock, crude cottonseed oil, crude 
soybean oil, crude corn oil, burlap, 
wool, wool tops wool noils, wool 
waste, alpaca. 

In addition to suspending controls 
on the above commodities, OPS an- 
nounced reduced ceilings on soybean, 
cottonseed and corn oils. The new 
ceiling prices for these oils are: soy- 
16%¢ Ib. f.o.b. Decatur; cot- 
oil, 18¢ Ib. (Valley basis); 
19¢ Ib.; f.o.b. U.S. mills. A

| Accompanying the ceiling amend- 
ing action, OPS provided a trigger 
re-control mechanism in the event 
of an upward bulge in price levels 
Generally speaking, that trigger 
mechanism provides for re-control 
when the prices of the affected com- 
modities rise to certain levels estab- 
lished in spot or futures markets. 


Basic Policy 

The basic policy under which the 
suspension actions are taken was 
outlined by Ellis Arnall, price di- 
rector, as follows: 

Decontrol as an immediate policy 
is generally rejected, and for it is 
substituted a suspension policy for 
use in soft price areas of the econ- 
omy. OPS will not suspend controls 
where such action would result in 
higher prices or margins higher than 
those permitted under existing regu- 
lations. 

Where there is no possibility under 
suspension action of the price of a 
commodity rising in the foreseeable 
future, suspension action will be ap- 
proved 

Suspension action or other relaxa- 
tion of controls will not be taken 
unless these conditions exist: (1) 
Prices in an area are materially be- 
low ceilings. (“Area” refers to a 
range of related items.) (2) There is 
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no prospect that reimposition of con- 
trols will be necessary in the foresee- 
able future. 

Recontrol Points 

Each suspension order includes a 
specific recontrol point which is be- 
Icw current ceilings but well above 
current market prices. Under the 
trigger mechanism, when prices 
reach this recontrol point, ceilings 
will be reimposed. 

The recontrol points for the 
lard under the above-outlined 
trigger mechanism are: crude cot- 
tonseed oil, 15%¢ Ib., Valley basis;

Other major speakers at the con- 
vention were Ray B. Bowden, execu- 
tive vice president of the Grain & 
Feed Dealers National Assn., Wash- 
ington, D.C., and Roscoe Drummond, 
Washington bureau chief of the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 

“By a mathematician’s rule, the

Germany, Japan, Italy and many 
others resorted to war when their 
acres-per-person slipped below that 
mark.

“We have the 
genius to increase food production 
adequately with the acres we have.” 


A “Revolution” Reported 

Bowden asserted there is a 
“revolution in swine _ growing.” 
Through the use of antibiotics in 
feed, use of synthetic sow’s milk and 
improved care, he said, the average 
litter now averages seven pigs, com-

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pared to the average of six a few 
| years ago. 

“Where it used to require 12 bu. 
corn to produce 100 Ib. pork, it now 
takes under 10 bu.,” he said 

Two-thirds of the people of the 
world are always hungry. That means 
they are restless, irritable and ready 
for trouble, Mr. Bowden noted. 

“Until they are better fed we will 
always have world-wide tension,” he 
con¢luded 

Mr. Drummond expressed the 
opinion that the U.S. and her allies 
are at the point of winning the cold 
| war 

“The most significant political and 
military fact in the world today is 
that Soviet imperialism has not ad- 
vanced one centimeter anywhere in 
the world during the last 12 months,” 
the political expert declared. 

During the past three years, he 
said, the U.S. and its allies have ex- 
perienced an unbroken series of diplo- 
matic successes. 

He listed the Soviet failures 
these: Not getting rid of Tito; not 
taking Korea; not luring western 
Germany into a false unification with 
eastern Germany; and not blocking 
the Japanese peace treaty 

Mr. Drummond said he 
that “at last the containment 
Soviet imperialism without a world 
war is within reach.” 

He said that this estimate “is one 
I know is shared by Churchill, Eisen- 
hower and Tito.”

by-products division of the institute, 
declared that “we are living .in the 
age of chemistry, and it is putting 
us through changes at a very rapid 
pace." Some industries have had their 
products displaced in the market and 
others have received benefits from 
the changes, he noted, but added that 
this process offers almost unlimited 
opportunity to an industry. 

“The dividends resulting from 
these changes have seldom been 
windfalls,” he said. “The industries 
who have received the greatest bene- 
fits are those which have had a 
long background of organized re- 
search. It seems self-evident that if 
our industry is to assure itself of a 
prominent position in the market 
place of tomorrow it must channel a 
substantial share of its energy, talent 
and money into scientific research.” 

Mr. Waller told the group that 


those working in the industry's re- 
search program are “looking for Fi- 
mosol, but I don’t know precisely 
what it is. It is a word we coined 
from fish meal, oil and solubles, and 
I use it to symbolize the products we 
believe will be made in the future 
from some of the materials we are 
now producing. There is certainly no 
reason for discouragement or pessim- 
ism as to whether or not new uses 
or products can be developed from 
fish meal, fish solubles or fish oils.” 

New solutions of human nutritional 
and health problems based on by- 
products of fish were forecast at the 
convention by Gertrude Beckwith, 
Philip R. Park, Inc., San Pedro. 

“There was a time when the body 
and glandular fluids of fish were dis- 
carded as useless when fish was 
pressed to derive animal feed meals 
and fish oil,” she said. “But today 
we realize that these liquids are high 
in nutrient values which can help 
solve many of our buman and live- 
stock feeding problems. 

“These condensed fish press-waters, 
we are now reasonably certain, have 
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more nutrient qualities in the growth 
factors and proteins than skim milk. 
We have been using these elements 
successfully in animal feeding since 
1939, but only recently have we come 
to the possibilities of such for human 
consumption. We foresee the time 
when humans will be competing with 
animals for the consumption of these 
fish by-products.” 

Samuel M. Golden, Amburgo Co., 
Philadelphia, warned against short- 
sighted policies of processing, selling 
and merchandising which might lead 
to curtailing the use of fish meal in 
the feed industry. 

He advised the fisheries industry to 
get off “the old road of crude pro- 
tein. The buyers of fishmeal are now 
demanding more detailed analysis of 
fishmeal. We can mix bone, sawdust 
and feathers and arrive at crude pro- 
tein. Has crude protein any signifi- 
cant meaning to those responsible for 
designing feed formulas? It has not 
From a nutritional point of view, the 
quality of protein depends upon the 
presence and availability of the amino 
acids, particularly those amino acids 
that are synthesized to a limited ex- 
tent or not at all by most animals.’ 


Research Reviewed 
Lawrence R. Berg, State College 
of Washington, Pullman, reviewed 
research on the unidentified factors 
in fish by-products required for chick 
growth. 

“It is felt that conclusive evidence 
is now available for the presence of 
an additional unidentified growth fac- 
tor required for chicks in fish by- 
products,” he said. “This factor, how- 
ever, appears to have a wide distribu- 
tion in natural feed ingredients. To 
date, however, fish meals have proven 
to be one of the better sources of this 
unknown factor.” 

Cc. R. Grau, University of Cali- 
fornia, Berkeley, presented a paper on 
“Fish Proteins as Amino Acid Sources 
for Animal Feeding.” He reported 
that “the program of fish meal re- 
search at the University of California 
has been predicated upon this general 
We need to learn more 
about fish meal as an amino acid 
source to anticipate the time when its 


| vitamin values may be relatively un- 


important.”

An in- 
crease of ai out 75 million bushels es- 
timated for Asia, offsets a decrease of 
that amount in North America’s pro- 
duction. 

Reduced supplies for export are in- 
dicated for the principal exporting 
countries. A reduced carry-over add- 
ed to the smaller crop brings the to- 
tal U.S. supply for the year beginning 
October, 1951, about 230 million bush- 
els below the supply for the preceding 
year. 

With reduced supplies and a con- 
tinued active domestic demand, corn 
for export is expected to be somewhat 
less than the 110 million bushels ex- 
ported last season. The supply in Ar- 
gentina will again be smal] and no 
significant exports can be expected, 
especially since supplies of small 
grains fall short of normal require- 
ments. On the other hand, crops are

world imports should be somewhat 
less. 

Decrease in U.S. Crop 


The North American corn total is 
still estimated at 3,150 million bush- 
els, 75 million bushels lesg than the 
1950 harvest. The decrease was 
mainly in the U.S. crop with part of 
that decline offset by an increase in 
Mexico. Total acreage for the contin- 
ent shows little change from the 1950 
acreage. 

Production in Europe is still esti- 
mated at 690 million bushels, up 190 
million bushels from the small har- 
vest last year. Most of the increase 
is estimated for the Balkan countries, 
where drouth reduced the corn crop 
sharply in 1950. Good increases were 
also reported for Italy and France 
It now appears that the outturn in 
the Soviet Union was not quite up to 
the 1950 harvest, since drouth in im- 
portant growing areas reduced yields 


Asia’s Corn Crop Up 


The corn crop in Asia is placed at 
660 million bushels, 13% above the 
total for 1950. Increases were general 
in al] major producing countries as a 
result of larger acreage and yields. 
The estimate for Africa is somewhat 
smaller than earlier forecasts indi- 
cated. The reduction occurred in the 
estimate for the Union of South Af- 
rica. Early-season forecasts for that 
Southern Hemisphere country were 
very optimistic, and a crop up to the 
high level of the past two seasons 
had been forecast. Severe drouth re- 
duced the outturn sharply, however, 
and the present estimate of 57.5 mil- 
lion bushels would be the smallest 
harvest since 1935. 

Production in South America is es- 
timated at 440 million bushels. 
Though slightly above the small crop 
of a year ago, this is only 77% of the 
prewar average (1935-39). The most 
significant feature of the South Amer- 
ican situation is the continuation of 
limited supplies available for export 
from Argentina, traditionally an im- 
portant exporter. The current crop 
estimate of 120 million bushels, the 
third successive short crop for that 
country, offers only limited possibili- 
ties for export. 

Carryover on April 1, the begin- 
ning of the marketing season, was 
small, and it now seems probable that 
exports will not exceed the low level 
of the 1950-51 season. On the basis 
of incomplete information, exports 
for the season ended March 31, 1952, 
totaled about 20 million bushels. That 
figure contrasts with the 1935-39 av- 
erage of 240 million bushels and the 
peak exports of about 360 million in 
1937. 

Corn production is of little signifi- 
cance in Oceania, and the current 
outlook is for a crop of less than 5 
million bushels. More than 90% of 
the total is grown in Australia.

However, when this request from 
the Kansas commisison was made, we 
gladly availed ourselves of the oppor- 
tunity and immediately contacted Dr 
Philip J. Schaible, executive director 
of the Distillers Feed Research Coun- 
cil, who gave us his full cooperation 

Since there was considerable in- 
formation available on the feeding 
value of the corn distillers grains, it 
was felt that direct comparison be- 
tween the corn and the sorghum dis- 
tillers dried grains would be a proper 
approach in determining the value of 
the sorghum product 

Experimental 

Analytical information available on 
corn distillers dried grains indicated 
a protein content of from 20 to 30° 
It was believed sorghum distillers 
dried grains would provide a similar 


protein content and it was, therefore 
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determined that the feeding trials 
would best be set up on the basis of 
using the distillers dried grains as 
protein supplements to a standard 
grain and silage fattening ration 

Since we have always used cot- 
tonseed cake as a check in all other 
protein supplement feeding trials, we 
wanted to arrange a third lot in this 
particular series but found that we 
did not have a sufficient number of 
uniform yearling steers on hand to 
fill the extra lot. As a result, the 
feeding trials were set up the first 
year for a comparison between corn 
and sorghum distillers dried grains 
(without solubles). However, a cot- 
tonseed cake lot was supplied to go 
along with the corn and sorghum dis- 
tillers’ dried grains for the 1950 and 
1951 feeding trials. The results to 
date provide some very interesting 
comparisons 

Dr. Schaible has had us supplied 
with sufficient corn and sorghum dis- 
tillers’ dried grains te provide for 150 
days of protein supplemental feeding 
for each of the three 
feeding trials.

that it could have been due mostly to 
the increased protein content and, in 
somewhat lessened degree, to reduce 
crude fiber content of the corn dis- 
tillers’ dried grains as indicated in 
the chemical analyses of these feeds 

(4) In looking for a possible reason 
for the increased gains from the sor- 
ghum distillers’ dried grains in this 
past year’s feeding trials very simi- 
lar deductions can be made. This is 
particularly true from the stand- 
point of the protein content for the 
sorghum distillers’ dried grains ana- 
lyzed 30.31% protein compared to 
26.75% protein in the corn distillers’ 
dried grains, or a difference of 3.56% 
in favor of the sorghum. In last year's 
trials the analysis favored the corn 
by 2.93%.

The grain mixture consisted of 4s 
No. 2 yellow corn, % Velvon 11 bar- 
ley and % molasses dried beet pulp

The dehydrated alfalfa pellets con- 
tained 17% protein and were obtained 
from North Platte, Neb. The pellets 
were made from third cutting alfalfa 

The field cured alfalfa hay was 
produced at the station and consisted 
of the first cutting. This hay was 
ground from the stack. The alfalfa 
was damaged to some extent by rain 
during the harvesting’ process and 
consequently was made of only fair 
quality. The analysis of one sample 
of this hay showed a protein content 
of only 12.5% which is somewhat low- 
er than average alfalfa hay. 

The corn silage was made from~ 
immature corn with an estimated 
yield of 30-40 bu. grain per acre. The 
corn was cut with a field chopper 
shortly after a light frost had killed 
the corn leaves. The silage had good 
color, aroma, and palatability. 

The beet top silage was made by 
chipping and ensiling the beet tops

Results 

The lambs in Lots 1-4, inclusive 
were fed beet top silage; those in 
Lots 5-8, corn silage, and those in 
Lots 9-10, mangel silage. Ground al- 
falfa and dehydrated alfalfa pellets 
each were fed at two different rates 
on a comparative basis as supplements 
to both the beet top and corn silage 


rations. One rate of feeding the two 
alfalfa supplements was studied in 
the mange! silage rations. Alfalfa and 
dehydrated alfalfa were compared 
when they represented the only source 
of roughage. 

The lambs fed beet top silage in 
Lots 1, 2 and 3 made faster gains at 
a lower cost of feéd than lambs fed 
corn silage in Lots 5, 6 and 7. The 
lambs in Lot 4 (beet top silage) and 
Lot 8 (corn silage) gained at approx- 
imately the same rate and at the 
same feed cost. In these two rations 
the dehydrated alfalfa pellets were 





fed at the high daily rate, or .68 Ib 
per lamb daily.

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W hat Causes Grain to Spoil? 


ORE than 225 Illinois grain 
M dealers and elevator managers 

got down to the fundamentals 
of grain spoilage recently for an an- | 
swer to their increasingly important | 
question, “What Causes Grain to 
Spoil?” 

A series of one-day schools was 
held at Ottawa, Macomb, Greenville 
and Decatur, for the Illinois Country 
Grain and Feed Institute by the Busi- 
ness Education Service of the Board | 
for Vocational Education with the co- 


operation of the University of Illinois 
Extension Service. 

Among those on the program was 
Dr. M. M. MacMasters, chemist of 
the Northern Regional Research Lab- 
oratory, Peoria, whose research ac- 
tivities have been largely devoted to 
the structure and chemistry of ‘ce- 
real grains for industrial use. The 
theme of Dr. MacMasters’ talk was 
that an understanding of the nature

ments in storage practice. She cov- 
ered such contributory spoilage fac- 
tors as molds, chemical reactions, suf- 
focation of grain, heating and others 
that have brought dealers the job 
of not only properly storing sound 
grain to maintain its quality, but of 
handling unsound grain to keep it 
from getting worse. 

Followink are excerpts from Dr 
MacMasters’ discussion touching up- 
on spoilage problems in handling 
grain from harvest until it eventual- 
ly reaches the feed dealer, miller or 
industrial processor. 

Weather conditions, differing from 
year to year, affect the state of ma- 
turity and the moisture content of 
the harvested grain. With corn, long- 
season hybrids have contributed to 
the amount of grain with high mois- 
ture content as also has the tendency 
to earlier harvesting with mechanical 
pickers. This means that handling of 
grain preparatory to and during stor- 
age must be fitted to meet modern 
harvesting practices. To some extent 
the use of combines has resulted in 
wheat also going into storage with 
higher moisture than desired 

The cereal grain kernel consists of 
the true seed plus outer protective 
layers which are called the pericarp 
The pericarp is, roughly speaking, the 
bran; however, in some milling opera-

tions not all of the pericarp is re- 
moved, while in others, the bran con- 
tains more than just the pericarp 

The germ and endosperm are parts 
of the seed itself. The germ is com- 
posed of two parts, the embryonic 
plant, and the scutellum which acts 
as a nourishing organ during germina- 
tion. The endosperm is the storehouse 
for food for the germ during germina- 
tion, and it is here that most of the 
starch and gluten are found. 

Certain structural details within 
the kernel are of especial interest to 
those concerned with storage. For 
example, at the upper edge of the 
corn kernel, above the germ, one 
often sees a Slight peak. This is 
where the pollen, through the silk, 
entered at the time of pollination 
It is believed by some that mold 
spores may also enter here, even be- 
fore the grain starts to develop. That 
would account perhaps for the mold 
which is commonly found in the peri- 
carp of grains 

Another possible place for mold to 
enter is through the relatively loose 
and open type of tissue that is found 
just under the tipcap in corn, and at 
the base of cereal grain kernels in 
general. This also permits 
rapid entrance of moisture during 
tempering and steeping when the 
grain is milled, and probably is the 
exit space for water during drying 
Fortunately, most of the corn kernel 
is covered with a thick layer of rela- 
tively waterproof material which 
helps to protect the seed as it lies 
dormant. The loose tissue at the base 
of the kernel is continuous with simi- 
lar tissue which extends all around 
the kernel, forming the cross-cell 
layer of the pericarp, so it would not 
be hard for molds to grow in this en- 
tire area, and, indeed, this is where 
they are often found 

Under the pericarp is a thin, skin- 


tissue

like layer which is the seed coat of 

the cereal grain. At the bottom of 
the kernel the seed coat and some 
other tissues combine to form a dark, 
somewhat thickened structure known 
as the hilar layer. The latter is the 
black area that is readily seen when 
the tipcap is pulled off. The film-like 
seed coat and the hilar layer form 
an inner protective coating about the 
seed, offering further resistance to 
the entrance of microorganisms and 
to the movement of moisture. 

Another factor contributing to the 
problem of drying cereal grain is the 
dense nature of the endosperm, where 
each cell is packed with starch gran- 
ules which lie embedded in a matrix 
of proteinaceous material. In corn, 
too, the very size of the kernel pre- 
sents a drying problem, since the out- 
| er portion may be too dry while the 
| inner part is still very moist. 


Causes of Spoilage of Grains 
ia Storage 

How grain has been handled before 

storage is a most important factor 

If it has been allowed to deteriorate 

in quality, because storaged at high 
| moisture content, for example, or it 

has been mishandled by allowing it 
| to be wet by rain, its prime condition 
| can never be restored. The best that 

the dealer can then do is to minimize 
| further damage. 

The moisture content of stored 
| grain is important not so much in 
itself but because it controls the rela- 
tive humidity of the surrounding air 
This is especially true at lower mois- 
ture levels. Very wet grain is a fine 
medium for the growth of molds, bac- 
teria, or other microorganisms. 

At the moisture levels at which 
grain is usually stored, the relative 
humidity of the air about it is ex- 
tremely important. Mold growth oc- 
curs abundantly when the relative 
humidity is above 74 or 75%, and 
some kinds of mold will grow well 
when the relative humidity is as low 
as 65%. At lower relative humidities, 
molds may take months or even years 








to develop, but as soon as the rela- 
tive humidity rises to about 74% or 
above, they develop rapidly. 

The growth of microorganisms in- 
creases rapidly with increasing tem- 
perature until the heat is so great 
that the organisms are killed by it. 
For this reason, storage at low tem- 
perature is always best. 

Since some molds can grow more 
rapidly at lower relative humidities 
than others, the kind of molds that 
are present influence the keeping 
quality of stored grain. It is best to 
assume that the most troublesome 
molds are present, that is, those that 
can grow well at low relative humid- 
ity (65%) and to act accordingly. 

“Sick wheat” is a type of spoilage 
which sometimes results from the ac- 
tion of molds. In other cases, molds 
appear not to be responsible. Bac- 
teria may play a part in causing sick 
wheat, and even suffocation of the 
grain itself may lead to this type of 
damage 

The extent to which the oil within 
the kernel has broken down and 
formed free fatty acids is important 
in determining the safety with which 
grain can be stored. The more free 
fatty acid present, the more likely 
the grain is to spoil. High content of 
free fatty acids indicates probably 
that the grain has already started to 
spoil, even though it does not look 
bad. As molds attack the grain, the

A sound kernel is a living organism 
Like other living organisms, it breathes 
or respires. Respiration of the grain 
produces some heat, just as our own 
breathing produces heat. If the grain 
is not stored so that this heat of res- 
piration can escape, it may contribute 
to the heating of the stored grain 

A more serious source of heating, 
however, may be the presence of other 
living organisms in the stored grain 
Molds have already been mentioned, 
and the effect of their respiratory 
heat is very marked. Insects may be 
an added cause of heating. Even a 
few insects, localized within a pocket 
in the grain, can heat that area con- 
siderably. The heat which they pro- 
duce makes it more comfortable for 
them and attracts other insects to 
join them and enjoy the moderated 
temperature. When the respiration of 
the growing insect colony increases 
the temperature so much that the in- 
sects become uncomfortable, they 
move out to the edges, forming an 
ever-increasing circular zone of heat- 
ing. Not only heat, but also moisture 
is produced by respiration. Hence the 
heat and moisture necessary to en- 
courage rapid growth of molds may 
be centered in one zone within the 
grain. The molds then continue to 
increase the heating by their own res- 
piration, and finally this originally 
small zone may become the focal 
point for heating of the entire bulk 
of the grain 

Visible Effects of Spoilage 

The first evidence of spoilage is 
often visible mold growth. In some 
cases, it may be sourness which re- 


sults from bacterial fermentation, but | 


mold growth is more common.

growth. Bacteria can grow at tem- 
peratures that are too high for molds, 
and bacteria have been reported to 
heat stored grain to a temperature 
as high as 155° to 159° F 

If heating is permitted to continue, 
the grain will darken and become 
“mahogany” colored. 

During the time grain is heating, 
changes take place within the ker- 
nel, so that when it is cut open it 
looks quite unlike a kernel of sound 
grain. The endosperm first becomes 
less compact looking and appears 
more granular, later all evidence of 
the horny endosperm disappears and 
the entire endosperm looks very gran- 
ular. Meanwhile, the germ has died, 
darkened, and partially decomposed 
Often mold can be seen within the 
germ and endosperm, as well as in 
the hull. If the endosperm is exam- 
ined under a microscope, it can be 
seen that the proteinaceous material 
which surrounds the starch granules 
has partly broken down, and the 
starch granules may be corroded. If

Carbon dioxide gas is sometimes 
used to slow down the respiration of 
the seed, molds, and bacteria and so 
inhibits heating. Although it inhibits 
the growth of microorganisms, it may 
also suffocate the grain and kill it, 
thus making the kernel more liable 
to subsequent spoilage 

Another fact must be remembered 
when an attempt is made to store 
grain at a high moisture content 
That is, even if the grain does not 
spoil under the conditions of storage, 


times, for unknown reasons, consider- 
able difficulty has been encountered 
So it is obvious that if grain is to be 
used for these purposes there is no 
advantage in holding it at high mois 
ture content while using chemicals to 
prevent spoilage. 

Another type of chemical treat- 
ment which may at times be advan- 
tageous is the addition of chemical 
drying agents to the grain. Some 
times the drying chemicals are added 
in pellet form; then they usually 
have to be screened out before the 
grain is used. Or wooden blocks im 
pregnated with the drying agent may

Artificial Drying with Heated Air 

Grain can be badly damaged by im 
proper drying. Overheating during 
drying is especially dangerous. And 
temperature alone cannot be used as 
the criterion for “safe” heating. Tem- 
perature, relative humidity of the dry- 
ing air, rate of air flow, moisture con- 
tent of the grain, and duration of the 
drying treatment are closely inter 
related. For example, the higher the 
initial moisture content of the grain 
and the longer the drying time, the 
greater is the danger from a high 
drying temperature. It is important 
to remember, too, that it is the tem- 
perature of the grain itself, rather 
than that of the drying air, which is 
of first importance. Keeping this fact 
in mind, certain general rules for 
‘safe’ temperatures for drying can 
be drawn from published information 

If corn is to be used for feeding,

95° to 135° F. are recommended. 
Higher temperatures are said to de- 
crease the feeding value of the pro- 
tein. The difference in feeding- value 
is probably no greater than a few 
percentage points and may, in some 
cases, be offset by the practical ex- 
pediency of drying at a higher tem- 
perature. Changes in the protein 
brought about by high temperatures 
probably account for the decreased 
feeding value which has been re- 
ported. 

The safe maximum temperature 
allowed for drying wheat is some- 
what higher than that recommended 
for drying corn. In Canada, the maxi- 
mum temperature allowable for dry- 
ing wheat is 180° F., while in England 
it is recommended that the tempera- 
ture be not over 150° F. A difference 
in the average relative humidity of 
the atmosphere in the two countries 
doubtless accounts for the difference 
in allowed maximum drying tempera- 





ture. If wheat is dried at higher tem- 
peratures, the baking quality of the 
flour is decreased. The wheat miller 
processes the wheat primarily for the 
baker, so it is of utmost importance 
to the miller that baking quality be 
not affected by treatment of the grain 
before or during storage.

That is good business on your part 
Don’t neglect such a fertile ground 

But let us suppose that there is 
a bare spot on one of the rural 
routes, a matter we touched on earli- 
er. In addition to the factors al- 
ready mentioned for such an area, 
it is very likely that here is where 
you can and should put in some more 
intensive sales work. There is some 
reason why farmers in that area are 
not buying from you. It is up to you 
to find out why, and then determine 
for yourself, if it is a reason you can 
overcome. 

What would be the approach in 
such an area to try to sell feed, 
granted that there are no farmers 
there who have grievances against 
you? One way would be to try to 
sell your feeds and feeding program 
to one or two farmers in that area 
Around such accounts you could build 
an expanding sales program. Neigh- 
bors would hear that the two key 
farmers are buying feeds from you, 
and they will be watching to see 
what results are forthcoming. If you 
work closely with those key farmers, 
to make sure that they are using 
your feeds correctly, then you are 
doing all in your power to help 
your feeds make a good showing 

The neighbors who are watching 
the trials will be “softened up,” so 
to speak, by the favorable reports 
in your feeds from the two key farm- 
ers, and then you can begin calling 
on them to try to get their business 
Gradually, through attention to such

Reduce Arrivals 

Trading in baled alfalfa at Kansas 
City came to almost a complete halt 
during a recent period, according to 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
market news service. 

During the past several months the 
Kansas City market has been depen- 
dent upon northern areas for sup- 
plies. Floods in the Mississippi and 
Missouri River valleys shut off ship- 
ments from these sources of supply, 
and arrivals at Kansas City during 
the week ended April 21 dropped to

There was but very little shipping 
demand, but loca] feeding interests 
and dairymen were in search of sup- 
plies to tide them over the short 
period until native grass makes fur- 
ther growth.

week, with the small amounts moving 
chiefly to local alfalfa milling and 
feeding interests. Supplies were near- 
ly depleted, and there will be little 
carried over into the next season.

retailer can find readily that he can 
produce attractive drapes, tubes, 
poles, rosettes, “rainfalls,” and other 
trim accessories, which can be varied 
whenever the window is re-trimmed 

To get the most from the store's 
window displays, the dealer will find 
it wise to make his background sim- 
ple, colorful, and an attractive “pic- 
ture frame for the merchandise 
shown. Three general types of win- 
dow backgrounds are involved with 
the average store the enclosed back- 
ground, the semi-enclosed back- 
ground, which leaves the rear top of 
the window open for a view into the 
store and the “open background type” 
which permits the customer to look 
past the merchandise into the store 
itself 

Which type the retailer is to use 
is largely determined by the shape of 
his window. Windows enclosed on 
three sides facing the street require 
decoration of three sides. The window 
enclosed on two sides facing the 
street and the window which faces 
the entranceway, with only a short 
side toward the street need different 
treatment. Each of these shapes of 
windows may be readily trimmed with 
crepe paper, “props” and merchan- 
dise with a little advance forethought 

For the most part, however, it has 
been found that the “completely en- 
closed window” with the back com- 
pletely shut off from the store in- 
terior, gets the best results. To en- 
close the rear of any window, the 
storekeeper may utilize either a 
wooden framework constructed of 
lath which can be covered over with 
crepe paper and lifted in or out. If 
he wants to make a curtain, consist- 
ing of long strips of crepe paper hang-

ing down vertically, he may use a 
wire across the top of the window, as 
a support. Or, a large screen may be 
utilized in the same way 

Enclosed with most packages of 
crepe paper are complete instructions 
on how to pull drapes, tubes, side val- 
ances and curtains. The retailer can 
experiment with various color com- 
binations and learn to tack the bot- 
tom of a roll of crepe paper down, 
gripping the top tightly in one hand, 
and pulling it up to form a gently 
fluted “drape.” Despite the fact that 
crepe paper has been used for decades 
in the window display promotion, it 
is still by far the best investment, 
and the most consistently attractive 
form of window display background 

Here are tips which every user of 
window display space should keep in 
mind: 

1. Change 
cluding the 


windows frequently, in- 
crepe paper, trim and 
merchandise. If the merchandise is al- 
lowed to be faded by sun or covered 
by dust, it will cause nothing but a 
poor reaction on the part of passers- 


by: 

2.Wash the windows whenever 
they are re-trimmed and dust out 
the entire interior. 


3. Set up your displays so that they 
will interest people from all walks 
of life, rather than a single type of 
prospect. 

4.Create an assortment of odd- 
shaped platforms, props and shelves, 
which can be covered with crepe pa- 
per or painted. Wooden boxes, crates 
or lengths of wood work out well for 
this purpose. 

5. Make sure that there is adequate 
lighting in windows at all times. 
Fluorescent light is effective where 
the window is done in white or light 
colors, but for most part, incandes- 
cent spotlights show up the details 
of items more closely, and will bring 
more people to the glass 

6. Plan every window to present a 
certain theme, bracketing it around 
a single subject if and 
showing all accessories that go with 
that particular subject 
7. Use plenty of explanatory selling 
Many sales are actually made 
while visitors peer through the glass 
during the evening hours, coming in 
to buy the following day 

8. Keep a record of what went into 
every window display, and sketch out 
its layout before removing the win- 
dow. Often, it will be found, a par- 
ticularly successful selling window 
can be recorded, to be used again and 
again during following years.

9. Where a single dominant theme 
is utilized in window display pro- 
motion, the consistently most effec- 


tive type of window is one in which 
the background is composed of a 
single sheet of solid color, while two 
graceful, pleated drapes lead up from 
the center-rear of the window to the 
upper front corners. Typically, a 
background of purple, dark red, or 
brown crepe paper can be used, while 
two yellow crepe paper drapes, made 
by tacking the ends of a roll of yel- 
low crepe paper down tightly on the 
floor, grasping the tops firmly, pull- 
ing it up into graceful pleats, and

Preparation of Grass, 
Legume Silage With 
Molasses Explained 


Experts agree that the storing of 
grass and legume crops as silage has 
become a widely accepted practice 
during the late spring months. Silage 
made from legumes, from legumes 
mixed with grasses and cereals, or 
from early cut grasses, furnish 
more protein than corn or sorghum 
silage, it has been reported. In some 
parts of the country, it is noted, large 
milk marketing organizations are de- 
manding that producers feed grass 
silage to their herds for the mainte- 
nance of milk color and flavor. 

More and more persons are discov- 
ering the advantages of adding mo- 
lasses to their silage, experts say 
The problems of “haying weather” 
are eliminated when hay is put up 
green in the form of molasses silage. 
It can be made from any hay crop, 
at any time of the day, in almost any 
weather and at various stages of ma- 
turity. It is noted, however, that crops 
past the blossom stage, and particu- 
larly those that have formed seeds 
are not best for silage. 

Many investigations have been con- 
ducted covering the preparation and 
feeding of molasses silage. Its advan 
tages are recognized, including con- 
servation of feeding values, of which 
up to 20% may be lost in the drying 
of grass or leguminous crops. At least 
three times as much feed can be 
stored per cubic foot compared 
with dry hay, and possible fire loss is 
avoided since grass silage is too wet

corn sugar preserves corn silage. 

Molasses silage can be made in any 
kind of silo, and it is handled in much 
the same manner as corn silage. Sim- 
ply add molasses to each load as it 
goes through the cutter, preferably 
one with 14 to 16-in. throat and set 
for % or %-in. cut. It is not neces- 
sary to measure the amount of mo- 
lasses being added exactly; if a little 
more is added it will still be good 
silage. It is recommended that_up to 
200 Ib. (about 16% gal.) of molasses 
per ton of freshly cut grass or legume 
be used, with a minimum of 60 Ib 
(about 5 gal.).

Comparison Used

arrived at by a comparison with 
cottonseed oil meal and corn prices 
over a 25-year span, and from that

This equation, while mathematical- 
ly correct, misses the market place 
test, according to feed industry of- 
ficials. Primarily, soybean oil meal is 
net a wholly substitutable commodity 
for cottonseed oil meal in all types 
of feeding.

Objections Listed 
Zipoy set forth seven basic ob- 
to the $81 ceiling decision 
They are briefly as follows: (1) A 
soybean meal ceiling must be based 
on factors other than past historical 
relationships betweén soybean oil meal 
and corn, cottonseed meal and soy- 
bean oil meal.

Meal Mix Situation 

To make its new $81 soybean meal 
ceiling effective, OPS has been con- 
templating a tightening up of its poli- 
cy regarding mineralized and other 
meal mixes which heretofore the 
agency has permitted to exist by de- 
fault or absence of a clear-cut policy 

The first step in the direction of a 
tighter mix policy found the OPS no 
tifying mix sellers who applied for 
price ceilings under Section 6 of the 
GCPR that they must submit more 
economic data before they will be 
authorized to use prices submitted 
in their original requests. For many 
weeks, these manufacturers who en- 
tered the mix field have been selling 
the mixes on the basis of proposed 
prices reported to OPS. It had been 
understood that once a proposed price 
was reported and no formal disap- 
proval had been received within 10 
days, it was legal to use such a price 
the ceiling. 
Now OPS awakens and tells these 
manufacturers who had been acting 
in good faith that they must halt and 
submit considerable economic data 
before OPS can rule on the price pro- 
posals

“Grandfather's Clause” 

One move considered to choke off 
mixes would be that a “grandfather's 
clause” which would rule: A manu- 
facturer would be permitted to con 
tinue to sell a mineralized other 
mix if he sold such a product in the 
base period of the GCPR, December, 
1949-January, 1950. Otherwise, he 
would have to apply for a price for a

Other sellers of mixes would be re-

Meanwhile, it has learned in 
government circles that the crushing 
industry has proposed that, if mixes 
were to be banned, a lead time should 
be allowed to permit the crushers to 
clean up existing contracts. At first 
crushers asked for a 30-day lag, and 
subsequently it has been learned that 
they are now asking for a longer 
period in which old contracts could be 
liquidated before the ame to

formula feeds 

Sales of poultry mashes by south- 
eastern mills are actually consider- 
ably slower than they have been dur- 
ing the last few weeks, but this weak- 
ness is bolstered by better demand for 
both dairy feeds and hog supplements 
This general improvement has caused 
most mills to return to a full five-day 
work week, although there are no 
reports of overtime production 

In view of the weak broiler mar- 
ket, most southern manufacturers 
are content to let northern mills 
supply the vast majority of feed 
financing among the commercial poul-

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try producers. This caution has cut 
back poultry feed production to a 
considerable degree. 

As far as production trends are 
concerned, formula dairy feeds have 
become the brightest thing in the pic- 
ture. Business is reported as good in 
all of the large milk sheds, with pro- 
duction of dairy rations being mainly 
restricted by inability to secure suffi- 
cient cottonseed oil meal. 

All indications point toward manu- 
facturers needing additional supplies 
of soybean oil meal for late spring 
shipment, but no one wants to book 
under existing circumstances. While 
it was desperately hoped that the 
completion of spring planting would 
make some cottonseed available for 
crushing, very minor lots of cotton- 








seed oi] meal have come into the 
market and, of course, were quickly 
gobbled up. 

Fishing has. now begun along the 
south Atlantic and Gulf coasts, but 
most processors have already sold 
their production at ceiling prices. Sev- 
eral imported lots of fish meal arrived 
during the past few weeks, which 
have fairly well satisfied the current 
needs 


Central States 


Most formula feed manufacturers 
in the central states are fairly cheer- 
ful this week, with indications that 
the spring upturn ‘in feed business is 
here to stay. Mixers are able to re- 
port a backlog of three days to a 
full week. 





The improvement in business ap- 
pears to be due to a pretty general 
revival of interest in all feeds, but 
turkey and chick feeds are leading 
the way. Turkey feed manufacturers 
are looking to a fairly comfortable 
summer. 

The upturn is coming in spite of a 
continuance of unfavorable market 
conditions for producers. It is said 
that broiler, egg, pork and turkey 
prices are offering only a meager 
return to growers. 


Paeific Northwest 


The feed business continued quiet 
in the Pacific Northwest with little 
change in prices and all parts of the 
industry reporting very dull business. 





| prices were unchanged to $1 


Chick and turkey starter feeds are 
beginning to move in rather small 
volume. This business so far has not 
been of sufficient volume to increase 
tonnage figures appreciably 

Dairy feed business is declining be 
cause pastures are in good condition, 
and dairy men report that the feed 
milk ratio still leaves much to be 
desired. 

Ingredient prices were about un 
changed, although there was an un- 
dertone of easiness in both the pro 
tein and grain markets. Formula feed 
lower 
Most of the trade seems to feel that 
an upturn in business will take place 
within the next 30 days, but in the 
meantime they are pursuing a policy
